would then givp' hail on the others. 
Lawlor Willing. 


Judge William P. I.awlor held that the 


suggestion was proper and that the de- 
fendant should I'- relieved from the bur- 
den of the additional indictments. 


Assistant District Attorney Heney stat- 


ed that he wou:d take, action tomorrow 
morning and designate on which indict- 


ment Ruef is to be released on his own 
recognizance.

The attack in last night's issue of THE OAKLAND TRIBUNE 


on the Grand Jury of Alameda County, of which I am foreman, is 
unjust and unwarranted. 


First, the assertion that Mr. Rudolph Spreckels gained control 


of the Alameda county Grand Jury is simply absurd. 


Second, whether Mr. W. H. Taylor took an automobile ride 


with Mr. Rudolph Spreckels or not, I do not know, and it does not 
interest me nor concern me nor any other member of the Grand Jury. 


Third, if some of the San Francisco papers asserted 


that the Alameda County government is honeycombed 
with corruption, I have not read the article, and I per- 
sonally have no suspicion that such is the case. 


Fourth, when the question came up of engaging an expert ac- 


countant to examine the books of the county officials there were 
four applicants for the work, -the first being Mr. Rucksdell, who had 
examined the books of the San Francisco officials, having his office 
in the Spreckels building. Then Mr. McLaren, who had,lately ex- 
amined the books of Contra Costa county, and an expert accountant 
who had lately examined the books of Marin county. All these had 
passed the State examination as expert accountants; there was also 
another accountant who had not yet passed the State examination, 


i Mr. McLaren was not proposed by Mr. Taylor, but by another 


member of the Grand Jury, and he being satisfactory to the. entire 
body of the Grand Jury, he was elected. 


.Fifth, to my knowledge, Mr. Rudolph Spreckels has not made 


the offer of paying any sum in addition to the $2500 mentioned, and 
if he had, such offer would be respectfully declined, as tHis sum 
will fully cover the expense; but if you, Mr. Dargie, will subscribe 
a liberal amount it will be thankfully accepted, as our subscription 
has not yet reached the mark. 


Sixth, as far as I am personally concerned, I have not met Mr.

J.T its official capacity as bad in policy even if prompted by good 
motives. Such expenditures should be'S public-charge and not be 
' borne by private persons whose names are withheld from the people. 
Tbc law which empowers the Grand Jury and defines its duties and 
funcl-ons provides the facilities for conducting its inquiries. Any 
other methods instigated and paid for by persons whose identity is 
iconrealed from the public are mischievous-in effect if not intent. In 
the present instance, if we" are correctly informed, the Grand Juror 
who proposed raising the private subscription fund nominated the 
San Francisco experts selected by the Grand Jury, and also named 
the members of the committee appointed to collect the'subscrip- 
tions 
It is also reported that the experts are to report to this com- 


mittee and not to the Grand Jury as a whole. 
If we are misin- 


formed we will gladly accept correction, and publish it in the broad- 
est manner possible' We have the utmost confidence in Colonel 
Brudel's honor and veracity, and believe him to be actuated en- 
tirely by fair and just motives; nevertheless we disagree with him

Is advised by counsel learned In tha 
law and this affiant says that a cross- 
examination of said affiants upon th« 
matters and things by them placed in 
said affidavits -will dlsclos* the falsity 
In said matters and the Intentional 
falsity thereof, and that as many of 
said other matters and things, the 
follcrwlns ar<» some which will bo dis- 
closed by such cross-examination.
